Supervisor Sayro thought the prison- 
s wore fed too well and that hobos 
ore too fond of the llcsh pots of the 
Fresno jail, and urged that the bill ol 
are ho made more meager. 


A general discussion followed, in which 
loriff Scott stated that he would not 
)jcct to being relieved of thu whole 
attur, but us it \v»s purl of hies duty us 
icriff to feed them, ho did not want to 
oso money nt it, nor did he want to 
rofit by it. 
If the board cut the rale down to 2Ii 
onts ho would have to cut down the 
nount of food supplied. Ho favored 
nking tramps and nobos work instead 
starving them us a menus of making 


'Yosno unpopular with those gentry. 


Ho staled that he would not object to 
reduction of the price to 80 cents a day 
hich would still permit him to feed the 
rifloncrs on substantially the same pro- 
•endcr as heretofore.

H is not only doing a very foolish and 


an extremely unfair thing, but it is 
doing it in a way entirely discreditable 
to itself and foreign totho ethics of hon- 
est journalism. Having no legitimate 
argument, to make against the retention 
of the present low tariff on raisins and 
the laying of a moderate duty on the 
so-called Xante currants, which come 
into competition with our raisin prod- 
net, it picks out :i ridiculous blun- 
der made in a Washington dispatch 
which says that the raisin Bro\vers 
are asking that there be no reduction in 
the duty on Zantc currants, and argues 
from this that the raisin growers are so 
ignorant of their own business that they 
do not know that Xante currants arc 
now admitted free of duty. It draws 
this conclusion in the face of the fact 
that tbe proceedings of the raisin con- 
vention, which was held in this city and 
appointed a committee to present the ap- 
peal of the California growers'to con- 
gress, was published in iU own columns c^__ _ 
and set forth fully and correctly the fact ^ugt ns rcmi] 
that the convention decided to ask that ^iko with it y 
the present duty on raisins he main- 
tained and that a somewhat lower duty 
be levied on Xante currants.

Democrats ae M. F. Tiirpoy nnd W. W. 
Phillips, both good Democratic guber- 
natorial limber, nnd such a successful 
nnd well informed raisin grower as 
Colonel 1'orsyth, it would seem that 
effrontery could hardly go further than 
IB shown in tho Examiner idea of the 
ignorance of these gentlemen regarding 
the industry which they a re'selected to 
represent nnd in which two of them are 
extensively engaged. 


Leaving this preposterous feature of 


the Examiner's position, that paper, as 
one of the leading journals of this coast, 
ought to be in better business than op- 
posing the vital interests of the rnimn 
growers of California for political rcaa- 
fione. To the contrary, it ought to be 
Blinding squarely by them in their 
lime of peril. They arc asking for 
nothing more than simple justice, and 
ought to have the onpport. of every fair 
minded citizen, regardless of politics, 
•who has tlie welfare-of the state at 
heart. 


Tho present duty on raisins is not ex- 


cessive, and the home industry has now 
grown to such proportions that tho 
tariff cannot foster a monopoly. The 
present duty is not more than sufficient 
to offset the advantages of cheap labor 
and cheap transportation enjoyed by 
the Spanish grower, thus placing the 
California grower on an <qual footing "^go! ibo I took o 
with its foreign competitor, Tho person rflUi ^a iho result i 
who would deny his own countrymen a 
fair and equal show in an industrial bat- 
tic needs a heavy doao of patriotism as a 
remedy for political jaundice. 


A duty should be placed upon Xante 


cvirriiuta, Muiuli arc really u seedless 
raisin arid can be produced cheaper than 
any variety of Spanish raisin, because 
they come squarely in competition with 
the seedless raisins of California, and in 
fact With oil the cheaper gra-.ifis of rai- 
eins produced here. 


Thu duty was removed by the McKin- 


ley tariff law for the identical reason 
that the California raisin growers did 
not do what the Kxaminer is sneering 
at them fordoing now. The importers 
and growers of these alleged currants 
mode the claim that no dried currants 
were produced in the United States, and 
that in accordance with the principle 
upon which the act was based of ad- 
mitting free of duty foreign products 
which do not enter into competition 
•with American products the Xante 
currants 
should 
come 
in 
free. 


This erroneous statement was not con- 
tradicted by the raisin growers of this 
state, and the result was that a severe 
blow was dealt to an industry which it 
was the evident purpose of the law to 
afford a. reasonable protection. 


These growers und importers of Span- 


ish raisins are now urging upon congress 
to cut down the duty on raisins, but the 
growers of California have lenrnal some- 
thing by experience and do not propose 
to allow their arguments to go unan- 
swered, for should they do fio they 
would have no reasonable ground for 
complaint if they were accepted us un- 
answerable and the duty accordingly 
lowered. 


The sole duty of the committee selected 


at the Fresno convention is to lay be- 
fore congress the facts which will prove 
that their industry is entitled to the 
protection it in now receiving, and that 
to be mode adequately effective, a duty 
should be placed upon Xante currants. 
This is certainly a legitimate and honor- 
able purpose, and it docs not lie in the 
province of any newspaper in Califor- 
nia, wo care not what its political com- 
plexion may be, to misrepresent the 
motives of those honorable gentlemen 
or the honest and struggling toilers 
whom they represent.

Enrroit RurunucAN-.—Tho best piece 


of summer road in this part of tlio 
county is on tho road running from 
llecdley to Fowler. 'Tin made by throw- 
ng into the road, in an even, thick 
uycr, the stalks of the Egyptian corn 
;rown in tho fields alongside. A roudso 
nude is free from dust, clastic to wheels 
or horses' feet and is very durable, lust- 


ig several yeurs, while u straw cover- 
ig, however deep, lasts butu single sea- 


son. 


An anthropoid aniiiuil infests tins 


region thut does great injury to straw, or 
stalk covered roads. 
These animals 


seem to understand the use of fire, but 
jo far have been seen to use it in no 
other way than to burn old dwul leaves 
of plants. Their way ot burning them 
s peculiar: The leaves are made into 
rolls about the size of u man's finger. 
Each anthropoid takes one end of ono of 
,bese rolls of dead leaves in his mouth, 
ights tho other end and then seems to 
imagine himself a steam engine as he 
goes puffing along the road. The dam- 
ige is done by the animal throwing the 
burning end of one of these rolls of dead 
leaves on to the straw or stalks covering 
the road; these act fire to the road-cov- 
ering and in a fcwminutes the work of 
days is entirely destroyed. 


We would suggest that in covering 


roads with straw, etc., that spaces be 
left every 50 to 100 yards, that will pre- 
vent the fire from running continuously 
for miles, as it can now do in some 
places. 


It is a matter of court decision that 


men cannot he compelled to destroy 
noxious animals on their own premises. 
But the question is: AVliere un animal 
in u minute destroys the labor of a man 
und team for days, can't the supervisors 
have such nnimuls destroyed? 
'Twould 


be quite a contribution to science to dis- 
sect a number of them und compare 
them with human beings. 


Indeed, when a half mile of road was 


burned over near here the matter was 
referred to Professor Jllank, who gave 
the scientific iiumo of these iininials : 
"Humun chimne?."—this from a mci 
inspection of living specimens. Should 
further knowledge be obtained respeci- 
ng them I will write you.

•whole system depending on tho flexibili- 
ty of tho trolley nrm, or aide collector, 
as it is called, which automatically en- 
gages tho trolley wiro in any position 
from two to twelve feet from tho side of 
tho car.

Crude rubber is worth from 40 to 73 


cents per pound, and yet u pound of hose 
or packing costs very much loss. This 
would be hardly practical if it were not 
for tho udvauces that havo been inado iu 
tbo art of reclaiming or recovering rub- 
ber, which can bo done at the total cost 
of about 3 cents per pound. There aro 
several large factories in tbo country de- 
voted solely to this purpose, and a great 
many manufacturers do recovering on a 
small scalo at tho neat of tho production 
of now goods. 


Thcso old goods are placed In large 


tanks at the place of reclaiming. A so- 
lution of muriatic or sulphuric acid and 
water is poured upon the waste, nnd tho 
whole sot to boiling by a system of steam 
pipes passing through tho (ank. After 
10 or 12 hours' boiling the cotton fiber, 
which is found in nil rubber manufac- 
tures and which is the ssrious drawback 
In tho reclaiming process, disintegrates 
(in-.l falls into a powder, nnd there is no 
difficulty then in tho use of t'ufl waste.— 
New York Telegram.
